Every true and devoted child 
of God feels a longing in the| 
heart for more spirituality. They | 
seem to know that all should be. 
more spiritual. In one of Peter’s 
letters he calls the people a, 
spiritual house when they be- 
come spiritual enough to be the 
“elect according to the fore- 
knowledge of the Father, through 
sanctification,”’ 

There is a sense in which one 
may be spiritual and yet all 
crooked in understanding and 
doctrine. But this does not say 
that because one is spiritual he 
is obliged to be crooked. It is 
only to say that spirituality is 
not the gauge by which to 
measure one’s acceptance with 
God. 

People are rather inclined to 
think that they are right, and 
nothing can be wrong about 
them, if they are spiritual. This 
is an unsafe conclusion, although 
we are sure that all should be 
more spiritual. 

Spirituality is needful for the 
best interests of one’s happiness 
and eternal welfare. Paul in- 
dicates that it is best for peo- 
ple to be excessively spiritual. 
Peter makes it so strong that he 
doubles up in his teaching and 
makes it appear twice blessed. 
He says, ‘Ye also as lively 
stones, are built up a spiritual 
house, an holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual  sacrifices.”’ 
(1 Peter 2:5.) 

But before we go too far with 
our subject let us consider the 
meaning of spirituality. The 
plain simple detinition is this, 
viz.—*‘ Possessing the nature and 
qualities of a spirit.”” But 
since there are spirits and 
spirits that are not the Holy 
Spirit of God, it becomes neces- 
sary for us to know what kind of 
a spirit we are of before we ven- 
ture too deep into spirituality. 

When James and John, who 
were both zealous for the honor 
of their Master, suggested that 
they call fire down from heaven 
to consume certain who would 
not receive Him, Jesus ‘‘rebuked 
them, and said,’ ye know not 
what manner of spirit ye are 
of.” (Luke 9:55.) It is evi- 
dent that at that moment they 
were possessed with the nature 
and qualities of a spirit, but not 
the Holy Spirit, for if they had 
been actuated by the Holy Spirit 
Jesus never would have rebuked 
them. 


Judging from this incident and 
other Scriptures, I conclude that 
people who are walking along 
close to Jesus may occasionally 
be possessed with a spirit unlike 
their Master, and of course we 
want to always have the spirit 
of our Master. Here is a great 
field for consideration and an- 
alysis.

13:17. 

Very often we hear people say 
that they are going to obey God, 
but that they do not intend to 
obey man. But according to 
God’s Word, when we disobey 
them that have the rule over us 
we disobey God. We cannot 
obey God without obeying them 
that have the rule over us, for 
God tells us to do this and when 
we fail we break one of His com- 


mandments. James says if we 
keep the whole law and yet 
offend in one point we are 


guilty of all. 

God has always, from the be- 
ginning of creation, had a system 
about His work and the suceess 
of every institution in the world 
has always depended uron its 
organization or manner in which 
it was operated. 

When the children of Israel 
marched around Jericho the Lord 
told them just when and how 
many times to go around and 
told the priests to go before with 
the ram’s horn. So every man 
got in his place and perfectly 


obeyed his leader and when 
they did what Joshua com- 
manded them to do God gave 


them the victory. 

Of course, the leaders are not 
to be lords over God’s heritage, 
but be ensamples to the flock 
and as Paul says, ‘*Knowing the 
terror of the Lord we persuade 
men.”’ 

The Ohnreh of God has a 
mission in the world that no 
other people can fulfil, and the 
sooner we get perfectly organized 
and learn to perfectly obey every 
command of God, the sooner the 
gospel of the kingdom will be 
preached in every nation and 
usher in the coming of Jesus, 

Obedience to those in au- 
thority is plainly taught in the 
Word of God and God’s anger 
has been keenly felt by those 
who failed to recognize the ones 
that the Lord called and _ ree- 
ognized as leaders of His people. 
In the twelfth chapter of Num- 
bers we find that Aaron and 
Miriam spoke against. Moses,their 
leader, and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against them and 
Miriam became leprous, white 
as snow, and had to be shut out 
of the camp seven days. The 
people journeyed not until 
Miriam was received in again 
So, when we fail to obey them 


that have the rule over us it 
hinders the progress of the 


church and displeases the Lord. 
Again, in the sixteenth chap- 
ter of Numbers we find a few 
men wo rose up against Moses 
and Aaron with certain of the 
children of Israel, two hundred 
and fifty of the princes of the 
assembly, famous in the congre- 
gation, men of renown, and 
they gathered themselves against 
Moses and against Aaron and 
said “Ye take too much upon 
you, seeing all the congregation 
are holy, every one of them, and 
the Lord is among them. » » » 
And when Moses heard it he fell 
upon his face: And he spake 
unto Korah and unto all his eomn- 
pany, saying, Even tomorrow the 
Lord will show who are his, and 
who is holy.” It came to pass 
on the morrow that ‘‘the earth 
opened her mouth and swallowed 
them up, and their houses, and 
all the men that appertained 
unto Korah, and all their goods.”’ 
The next day the congregation 
of the children of Israel mur- 
mured against Moses and Aaron, 
saying, ‘*Ye have killed the peo- 
ple of the Lord.” ‘The anger 
of the Lord was so_ kindled 
against the people that fourteen 
thousand and seven hundred died 
of the plague that the Lord sent 
among them before Aaron could

make an atonement for them 
#nd stand between the dead and 
the living. 

Soin order to please God it 1s 
just as necessary for us to obey 
them that have the rule over us 
today as it was then. Paul tells 
us that these things happened un- 
to them for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, 
upon whom the ends of the world 
are come. 

Some will say, ‘“They turned 
me out but they did not do it 
right, so lam still in the chureh.” 
But dear ones, if those in au- 
thority turned you out, you are 
out, regardless of whether it was 
done in the right manner or not. 
We find in Third John where 
Diotrephes cast some out of the 
church; it was not done ina way 
that pleased the Lord, but Dio- 
trephes was in authority and had 
power to do what he did although 
there was another one that had 
the power to deal with Diotre- 
phes. Of course, if those in au- 
thority fail to do these things ac- 


cording to God’s Word they will | 


be held responsible for the souls 
in their care. The Word says 
they watch for your souls as they 
that must give account. 

There have been many preci- 
ous souls who have gotten real 
salvation but on the account of 
not being properly organized the 
wolves have 


gotten in among 
them and seattered the flock: ! 


yet many people find fault with 
the Church of God because every 
body that claims to bea preacher 
is not received into the pulpit. 
Paul in his instructions to the 
elders at Ephesus said: ‘Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over which 


the Holy Ghost hath made you,
